On May 6, 1901, a case of Scarlet Fever occurred 
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in the family of Henry Ellis and proper means were 
taken for the issolation of the case through quaran- 
tine and through disinfection of the premises after 
recovery of the person afflicted was made and no 
other cases appeared. 

Expenses for fumigation &c. — $6.00. 

On Jan. 10, 1902. a case of diphtheria made its 
appearance in the family of Horace H. Bridge 
demanding the attention of the board of health. 
This case was quarantened and proper means used 
on recovery of patient for thorough disenfection of 
premises. 

We would thank the parties where these two cases 
have occured for their cordial cooperation and sup- 
port in the means used for the prevention of the 
spread of disease, realizing as we do that without 
such assistance most of the effort used would be in 
most cases utterly useless. 

At this time a good degree of health prevails, with 
no cases of any contagious, infectious disease within 
our borders.
